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City Employees Vote 
For Social Security 

For the first time in the history of Sierra Madre its municipal 
employees have the comparative security of some retirement 
benefits—benefits which for years have been taken for granted 
by workers all around them. 

By vote of 33 City employees Wednesday night, ,Dec. 2, the 
City council this week was enabled to apply for Federal Old Age 
and Survivors Insurance under provisions of the Federal Social 
Security Act. By applying before the end-of-1953 deadline, the 
insurance will be retroactive to Jan. 1, 1951. 

City Paying Back Cost ____. 

Bankers Ass’n 
Elects Miller 
Vice-President 


The City is picking up the 
tab for back payments—$6400— 
representing both the City's 
and employees’*'share. It will 
not require an increase in the 
tax rate or a city election to 
put it into effect. In the first 
pay period in January, 1954, 
employees will have their first 
two per cent deduction. 

This application for OASI 
represents a step forward in 
the efforts of past years to pro¬ 
vide some sort of retirement 
benefits for the town's em¬ 
ployees. It does not, however, 
meet with the unanimous ap¬ 
proval of all the employees. 
The vote last week was 21 in 
favor to 12 against. 

Plan Supplementary Ins. 

It has been made clear and 
was part of the proposition pre¬ 
sented to the employees, that 
the City council intends to pre¬ 
sent soon for the townspeople’s 
consideration, a plan to supple¬ 
ment OASI with additional pri¬ 
vate insurance with the City 
bearing all of that expense if 
the voters approve. The inte- 
grated plan, still less costly 
than the State Retirement Plan 
which some employees favor, 
would provide for almost iden¬ 
tical benefits at a retirement 
age of 65 with 20 years of serv¬ 
ice. 

Police personnel strongly 
contend that a voluntary re¬ 
tirement age of 65 with 20 
years’ service and receipt of 
retirement benefits at that time 
is applicable to men in their 
line of work. The State Retire¬ 
ment so provides. 

City School district employes 
are covered by the State Plan. 
This plan for City employees, 
however, was rejected in 1946 
by the City council on a cost 
basis, after being approved by 
citizens’ vote. In 1947 it was 
presented to the voters again 
and defeated. 

Favors State Plan 

Chief of Police Gordon G. Mc¬ 
Millan feels that the State Re¬ 
tirement Plan, in use by Police 
departments in surrounding 
cities with whom he is forced 
to compete for personnel, would 
help achieve more permanency 
and better morale on his force. 

Councilman Charles H. James 
presided at the council’s meet¬ 
ing with employees Dec. 2. Also 
present were two insurance 
representatives, a representa¬ 
tive of the Pasadena office of 


Donald V. Miller of Sierra 
Madre, vice-president and cash¬ 
ier of Union National Bank in 
Pasadena, was elected vice- 
president of the Independent 
Bankers Ass’n of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia for 1954 at the associa¬ 
tion’s December dinner-meeting 
in Los Angeles. 

Also attending the dinner 
from Sierra Madre were R. C. 
Lewis and David II. Allen, pres¬ 
ident and assistant cashier, re¬ 
spectively, of the Bank of Sier¬ 
ra Madre. 

Ralph V. Arnold of Ontario 
was elected president of the 
association which is composed 
of more than 65 independent, 
community-owned banks in the 
Southern California area. Mr. 
Miller, active in the group for 
a number of years, served as 
secretary-treasurer for the past 
two.

Action by the short-handed 
council Tuesday night (Coun¬ 
cilman W. Murray Hawkins 
also being out of town) includ¬ 
ed adoption of a resolution to 
apply for Social Security bene¬ 
fits for municipal employees 
after a report on the Dec. 2 
meeting with, and vote taken 
by, employees. 

The expenditure of $400 to 
, increase city liability insurance 
was authorized by the council. 
Effective immediately, the City 
would be covered to the extent 
of $100,000 and $500,000 bodily 
injury liability, miscellaneous, 
and under that classification, 
$50,000 property damage, plus 
automobile bodily injury lia¬ 
bility of $100,000 and $500,000 
and $50,000 property damage. 

Ask Truck Bids 

The Council authorized the 
city administrator to advertise 
for sealed bids on two dump 
trucks, one for the street de¬ 
partment and one for the wa¬ 
ter department. 

Release of Harold Spears’ 
bond covering street improve¬ 
ments in his tract was author¬ 
ized on receipt of a letter from 
the city engineer approving 
them. 

Permission was granted to 
Sierra Engineering company to 
install a 1-inch compressed air 
pipe under E, Montecito Street 
providing the company fur¬ 
nished the necessary liability 
insurance and carried on the 
work under City Street depart¬ 
ment supervision. 

Elizabeth C. Young’s request 
for a zone change reclassifying 
her Lowell Ave. property from 
R-1L to R-l was referred to the 
City Planning commission. 


Citizens Comment on Coming School Election 


On Friday, Dec. 18, registered 
voters in Sierra Madre will be 
asked to vote at the City school 
on two Pasadena School District 
propositions, the respective 
withdrawals of La Canada 
and/or Temple City from the 
Pasadena Junior High and 
High School District. 

The subject, long pending, 
has been studied exhaustively 
by the Sierra Madre Education 
Research Education Research 
committee of which Severin 
Sorensen is chairman. 

Two broad conclusions 
reached by the committee are: 

(1) A “yes” vote by Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, Pasadena and Altadena 
will enable voters of Temple 
City and La Canada to deter¬ 
mine their own course and (2) 
The result of withdrawal would 
appear to be more beneficial 
than otherwise to Sierra Madre 
in that it may hasten the pro¬ 
vision of another junior high 
school, possibly in Hastings 
Ranch. 

Pros and Cons Listed 

The Pasadena School Review, 
official publication of the Pasa¬ 
dena School Districts, cites the 
following other withdrawal 
factors favorable to the re¬ 
mainder of the district: (1) bet¬ 
ter assesed valuation per pupil, 

(2) a more compact high school 
district, (3) a step nearer uni¬ 
fication through the 12th grade, 


(4) better community interest 
and, (5) (if withdrawal not un¬ 
successful) the future growth of 
these outlying areas with an 
even heavier school burden on 
the remainder of the district. 

Factors cited as unfavorable 
to the remainder of the district 
in the event of withdrawal of 
two cities: (1) Forces reorgani¬ 
zation of the school system, 
some regarding the possible 
change from a 6-4-4 plan to 
6-3-3-2 plan as favorable, (2) 
loss of State aid for “average 
daily attendance” and 
“growth,” (3) necessity of a 
new tax election because it nul¬ 
lifies the vote in High School 
and Junior College Districts 
last year for "raising” the tax 
ceiling for three years (4) Re¬ 
quires a bond election to make 
provision for additional school 
housing needs, this being a 
need regardless of reorganiza¬ 
tion but requiring a heavier 
expenditure immediately, (5) 
causes the adjustment of schocn 
personnel and (6) changes the 
accounting system. 

Some Local Statements 

Following are the comments 
of some leading Sierra Madre- 
ans regarding the coming elec¬ 
tion:

Dec. 14, in the Sierra Madre 
City school. 

In his letter he stated that whether or not a junior high 
school would be built in Hastings Ranch was “a discretionary 
matter to be determined by the Pasadena Board of Education. 

He suggested that if La Canada and Temple City should 
unify that “perhaps citizens of Sierra Madre should give serious 
consideration as to whether or not they would wish to form their 
own unified school district or become a part of the Pasadena City 
School District for both elementary and high school purposes.”

Severin Sorensen, ERC chair¬ 
man—It’s only a fair thing that 
La Canada and Temple City be 
given the opportunity to decide 
for themselves and the only 
way to do that is to vote “yes” 
in our own district. There is 
nothing to be lost by Sierra 
Madre and much to be gained 
by the withdrawal, one gain 
being the earlier completion of 
a Junior High School at Hast¬ 
ings Ranch. In addition, the 
last school tax rate would have 
been 11 cents lower if La Ca¬ 
nada and Temple City had been 


out of the district. 

Rudolph Hartman. Sierra Ma¬ 
dre businessman, resident here 
for 43 years, and father of two 
through the Sierra Madre and 
Pasadena schools — I haven’t 
given this thorough study but 
on the surface it seems to me 
the two cities are foolish to 
withdraw, from their stand¬ 
point. I certainly wouldn’t want 
to see Sierra Madre withdraw 
from the district. However, it’s 
the American way to give La 
Canada and Temple City the 
vote enabling them to do as 
they see fit. 

Charles A. Skutt. Sierra Ma¬ 
dre school superintendent—We 
in Sierra Madre will really be 
giving our "permissive” vote so 
that residents of Temple City 
and La Canada may decide 
what they wish to do. 

E. Waldo Ward, past presi¬ 
dent of the local school board 
and resident here for almost 
50 years—I haven’t thoroughly 
studied the issues involved and 
am not qualified to comment 
on them other than to say that 
I have always believed in self- 
determination, that’s the Amer¬ 
ican form of government. I 
also have always been opposed 
to unification of our Elemen¬ 
tary School District with Pasa¬ 
dena. Parents get consideration 
from a local board; they rarely 


do from the Pasadena board. 

Mr. and Mrs. Claude H. Brown 
Jr., member of ERC, parents of 
two children in local school— 
A “yes” vote is called for. We 
believe citizens of La Canada 
and Temple City should have 
the right to determine their 
own school set-ups regardless 
of any other issues involved. 

From La Canada’s viewpoint 
at least opinion is not all in 
favor of secession from the Pas¬ 
adena High School district. 

The Citizens Committee for 
Adequate Education, La Ca¬ 
nada, passed a resolution ask¬ 
ing citizens of Sierra Madre 
to vote “no” on the “so-called 
unification” of the La Canada 
School District. 

It was pointed out that the 
plan for secession . . . was a 
radical departure from the long 
established—33 years — system 
of education in this locality; 
that it would increase school 
taxes (in La Canada) and 
would provide less education 
at dangerous expense. It was 
contended in the meeting that 
the secession proposal, if car¬ 
ried out, would create added 
new problems to the Pasadena 
School District area and would 
be a tax increasing factor.

Rats Plus Fleas — Typhus, 

A Fine Christmas Present! 

With Sierra Madre’s third victim of endemic typhus in six 
months recovering at home after hospitalization, the following 
statement was forthcoming from Dr. C. C. Burski, Monrovia Dis¬ 
trict Health Officer of the Los Angeles County Health department: 

“During the past few months three cases of typhus fever were 
reported in Sierra Madre and health officials fear another out¬ 
break of the disease similar to the one that occurred in Altadena 
near the end of 1951. 


“At that time 20 individuals, 
all of whom lived in the same 
block, were stricken with a 
sickness of like nature!. In 11 
of these cases typhus was posi¬ 
tively identified as the cause 
of illness and, although a posi¬ 
tive diagnosis could not be ob¬ 
tained in the rest, the cause 
was considered to be the same.” 

Control measures have again 
been instituted, Dr. Burski 
states. He stresses the impor¬ 
tance of a 100 per cent volun¬ 
tary clean-up of rat harborages 
and food sources—lumber and 
brush piles, old pipes and open 
garbage containers — to elimi¬ 
nate the infestation of rodents 
whose fleas transmit the dis¬ 
ease. 

The most recent victim of 
a woman, is a resident in one 
of the finer residential sections 


of the city. Those whose prop¬ 
erties are guilty of providing 
rat harborages are not always 
the victims. 

Abatement measures sug¬ 
gested by the health officer 
will appear in the NEWS next 
week.

All the same, 
it made Maggie feel mighty 
good to have friends rally 
around when she was scared 
and blue—and it makes all of 
us feel mighty good to be re¬ 
minded that we live in a town 
in which sympathy really 
means something. 

It will be an awful world if 
the price of sympathy ever goes 
up as the price of bread has 
gone up. 


I think our town should have 
an ambulance. When young 
Denis Ascher was hit by a car 
recently it took so long to get 
an ambulance that, had the in¬ 
jury been just a little worse, 
he might have bled to death 
before it arrived. Frequently a 
few minutes may be the differ¬ 
ence between life and death. 
Maybe the city could work out 
some arrangement with our 
mortuary and our doctors for 
at least modified ambulance 
service. It might be depressing 
to ride to a hospital in a 
hearse, but not as depressing 
as to ride elsewhere in one. 

That suggestion may be all 
wet, but I have this to go on. 
Back in 1930 my wife was in¬ 
jured in an automobile crash 
in Pasadena and was in the 
hospital for several days. After 
the first day, I could visit her 
only in the evening. The third 
day she wasn’t feeling very 
well, and next day, at The 
Times office, I received a bill 
from a mortuary. Golly, was 
I scared? But it was only a 
bill for the ambulance which 
took her to the hospital. That 
indicates that arrangements 
can be made by which an am¬ 
bulance will be at least partly 
self-supporting. 

Incidentally, I met Mrs. Mar¬ 
garet Ascher on the street the 
other day, and she told me she 
never had known what a grand 
lot of folks there are in Sierra 
Madre until her boy was hurt.

Old Pines Preserved 
In Whit Mt. Natural 
Area by Forest Service 

A unique and remote area to 
be known as the vVhite Moun¬ 
tain Natural Area has been es¬ 
tablished by the Forest Service 
to protect and preserve in its 
natural state a rare stand of 
bristle cone pine and asssocl- 
ated alpine flora. 

This area, consisting of 2,330 


acres of national forest land, 
sets aside for posterity and sci¬ 
entific study a remnant tim¬ 
berline forest. About two-thirds 
of the area is covered with liv¬ 
ing and dead bristle cone pine. 
Many of these have been 
warped and blasted by the 
wind over the centuries into 
fantastic shapes. One observer 
has described the veteran trees 
as being older than any other 
pines in the world. A 26-foot 
tree was determined to be 900 


years of age. The largest vet¬ 
eran trees in the area exceed 
12 feet in diameter. 

The White Mountain Natural 
Area is located northeast of 
Bishop on the east slope of 
the White Mountains at eleva¬ 
tions ranging from 9,900 to 
11,419 feet. The area is difficult 
of access—limited by a low 
standard jeep road.
